Federal judges declined to set aside 


the Commission’s order that the 
C’Fallon return te the Federal 
Government excess earnings, calcu- 
lated upon a valuation set by the 
Commission, in which it leaned 
more tc the prudent investment 
theory. . 

The opinion was written by 
Judge Kimbrough Stone of the 
United States Court of Appeals, 
concurred in by District Judge C. 
B. Faris of St. Louis and by Judge 
Arba 8. Van Valkenburgh of the 


}C urt of Appeals. It was filed in 


the District Court here. 


Concurring Opinion by Faris. 

In his separate written concur- 
ring opinion, Judge Faris rejected 
the -ailroads’ contention that the 
cost of rebuilding the road today 
was the dominant element of their 
value. Great° emphasis was laid 
by the roads in argument upon 
this theory of reproduction new. 

Likewise Judge Faris rejected 
th- prudent investment theory as 
the sole element of value and Me- 
clared that the exclusive employ- 
ment of either reproduction new 
Or prudent investment would work 
a “monstrous inequity” upon the 
public and, in time, poe the roads 
themselves, 

His opinion is an inteseretation 
o: the rulings to date of the 
United States Supreme Court on 
the subject of value in publie util- 
ities and he declares that “ne 
hird and fast rule ‘has ever been 
laid down by the court touchine

Use Not Sole Test. 

“If it were the sole test, then 
since, upon what I conceive to 
be the weight of authority and 
the reason of the thing, it can 
not be so used in valuation for 
rate-making purposes, ft would 
be necessary to take the arbi- 
trary view that valuation for re- 
cafture-of-profits purposes is 
paramount.

Two Theories Submitted. 


The railroads declared that the 
dominant element of value was re- 
production new. The commission 
leaned closer to prudent invest- 
ment. The difference between the 
theories applied to all the railroads 
has been estimated to be a sum in 
excess of $10,000,000.000. 

The railroads contended that the 
valuation of the O’Fallon road was 
$1.350.000. The commission de- 
clared that the valuation varied 
from $856,000 to $978.000 during 
the three years for which it sought 
to recapture excess earning total- 
ing $225,000. 

Judge Stone held that neither 
the question of value, nor of the 
r.ethods for ascertaining value.

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AN ADEQUATE ROAD SYSTEM. 


Officers of the Automobile Club of Missouri have 
asked permission to submit the case of the proposed 
$120.000,000 bond issue at the meeting of the State 
Highway Commission in Jefferson City on Tuesday. 

‘he automobile club desires the commission's in- 
dorsement of the proposition. The commission's sen- 
timent is not known. Some of the commissioners, 
formerly committed to the pay-as-you-go plan, which 
Mr. Gary, on his retirement as chairman bequeathed 
to the board, have subsequently, as has Mr. Gary him- 
self, professed a willingness to approve a “reasonable” 
bond issue to expedite completion of the State road 
system. The term “reasonable” is generally believed 
to be $60,000,000. The spokesmen of the automobile 
club say that the State system of 7640 miles will not, 
when completed, meet the traffic needs of Missouri. 

Completion of the system, as at present designated, 
takes no account of the traffic conditions in the con- 
gested centers and makes no provision for meeting 
those conditions. Yet those conditions must be met 
as a matter of necessity and fairness. 

Missouri! cannot pretend to have a road system so 
long as her cities are bottled up. And when we con- 
sider the enormous sums the cities are contributing 
to the road fund, the point of fairness Is unanswer- 
able. St. Louis County, with 45,000 automobiles, is 
paying $1,000,000 a year into that fund, while St. 
Louis City’s quota is $3,000,000. The same petition 
may, in principle, be filed for Kansas City and the 
other cities. 

The country also appears as a petitioner. The com- 
pletion of the present State system will not provide 
Missouri with the farm-to-market roads which are 
urgently needed. If we are to have a really balanced 
system, adequate alike to the needs of the cities and 
tne country we must provide the means to build sucn 
a system. The judgement of the automobile club, 
which has studied the situation laboriously and thor- 
oughly, fixes the sum at $120,000,000. The club has 
also canvassed the State's resources and has prepared 
a report showing that this obligation may safely be

It 
is now the constant practice of the Executive to 
nullify it in concluding “Conventions” and “Execu- 
tive Agreements;” and Senator. Borah himself has 
observed this process of nullification for years in 
silence. This has been aptly described as nullifica. 
tion “by discreet nomenclature.” 

The most outstanding instance of constitutional 
nullification is, of course, the fourteenth amendment, 
designed to protect the suffrage of the Negro in the 
South, which “the Congress shall have power to en- 
force by appropriate legislation.” As A. P. Dennis 
said in the Atlantic Monthly in 1905:

WAS THE WAR WORTH THE PRICE? 
From the Cleveland News. 

T is foolish tp say that all of the war- 

torn and war-burdened countries regret 
that colossal struggle. Most of them would 
not undo its work and go back to pre-war 
conditions if it were possible to renew in 
that way all of the lives sacrificed, restore 
all of the maimed cripples to complete bod- 
lly soundness and rebuild the health of all 
the war-made invalids. 

Poland would not think of paying the 
price of subjugation, the loss of national 
existence as a free and independent repub- 
lic. France would never consent to give 
up Alsace and Lorraine. Italy would rage 
at the suggestion that Trieste and the Tren- 
tino be sacrificed to get back al! that the 
war cost. At least 80 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of Russia would take what they 
have to endure and face now rather than 
accept the restoration of the Romanoff 
dynasty and the old empire. Try to imagine 
the Czechs voting to take the cost of the 
war as the price of again becoming Aus- 
trian subjects! 

Jugo-Siavia, Finland, Latvia, Estonia, 
Lithuania and Rumania would certainly re- 
ject any proposition to go back to pre-war 
conditions and regain all that the war cost. 
Great Britain would be overwhelmingly on 
the same side. 

But all these facts will not stop the chat- 
ter about the World War as an unmitigated 
curse, so recognized and so rated by the 
nations which came out on the winning side. 
Theories are much dearer than actualities 
to many who consider themselves qualified 
to discuss national and international prob- 
lems of the most intricate and momentous 
nature. 


INDIANA’S HOUSE CLEANING.

NDIANA is bousecleaning. Clyde Wald, 

Republican State chairman, under fire 
from the Indianapolis Times, announces his 
retirement from politics. The Times, con- 
tinuing {ts good work, has revealed Mr. 
Walb'’s activity in behalf of T. Guy Perfect, 
a wealthy resident of Huntingdon, Ind., who 
had been convicted of seducing a 14-year- 
old girl. Mr. Walb’s work coincided with 
the investment of $2500 by Mr. Perfect’s 
family tn Mr. Walb’s construction company 
Meanwhile. four of the nine Councilmen of 
the “majority faction” tn Indlanapolis have 
been indicted by the Marion County grand 
jury, on charges of accepting bribes to break 
down zoning provisions tn the city. The 
grand jury has extended its investigation 
into the State House, and ts now following 
up charges Of corruption in connection with 
the Insull public utility interests. When In- 
dianapolis’ Mayor went to jail the distraught 
city council, several of its members them- 
selves under indictment, settled a tangied 
question temporarily by choosing a Demo- 
erat, L. Ert Slack, for the place after 33 
ballots. Although Mr. Slack has been con- 
spicuous as attorney for the Klan and for 
the “majority faction.” he has pledged him- 
self to a clean-up and his first acts seem to 
confirm his piedge. Much credit for the

For it serves ag a sharp reminder 
of how far we have gone with this business 
of passing laws. There was a time when 
the hot-dog situation in Scarsdale would 
have been handled in a very simple way. 
The principal of the school would have no- 
tified parents that their children were buy- 
ing too many hot dogs and thereby impair- 
ing their digestions. And that night many 
parents would have led their offspring out 
by many woodsheds, and all over town this 
conversation, or the equivalent thereof, 
would have taken place: 

“Son, do you see that woodshed ?’” 

“Yes, sir, I do.” 

“It is a very fine woodshed, is it not—a 
real architectural gem?” 

“Yes, sir, it is.” . 

“Well, then, from now on you are to stop 
buying hot dogs while you are at school.

SOFIA, Bulgaria. 


N THE wind-swept 
os 2:2 Bay 
mountain in south- 
western Bulgaria, 
the body of Todor 
Alexandroff lies 
mouldering in its 
grave, but the tur- 
bulent soul of the 
famous Macedonian 
comitadji chieftain, like that of John 
Brown, ever restless, goes marching 
on. 


It is a troublesome and militant 
ghost, this specter of Macedonia’s 
“uncrowned king’’ which haunts the 
rulers of the Balkans. It harasses 
Bulgar, Greek and Jugo-Slav alike. 
Efforts to lay the troubled ghost 
have been uniformly. unsuccessful, 
for the memory of a martyr thrives 
best on attempted suppression. It ls 
always stirring discontent and kin- 
dling new fires of revolution. A dead 
Alexandroff is proving harder to quell 
than a live one. 


Alexandroff was assassinated more 
than three years ago. Pursued with 
a small band of followers into the 
mountains by a Federalist force, or- 
ganized by Premier Stambouliski to 
wipe out the comitadjis, the fanatical 
patriot was shot to death by several 
traitors. He was buried on the lonely 
mountain height and a guard of hon- 
or was stationed there to pace above 
his sepulchre day and night. It was 
believed for a time his death would 
break the back of his revolt. But 
instead, it served rather to stiffen the 
resistance of his mountaineer sharp- 
shooters, so that now the clandestine 
war machine which he organized to 
free Macedonia by force of arms is 
tugging at its leash more ominously 
than ever before. Through his assas- 
sination it lost a leader and a mind 
superbly fitted for fashioning in- 
trigues, but it gained a new zeal. He 
left his successors the inspiration for 
a battle song. 


ND this battle song is none other 
Aw “John Brown's Body” with 

its words changed to fire Mace- 
donian revolutionists instead of Amer- 
ican abolitionists. Far as it is from a 
hanging at Harper's Ferry, Virginia, 
over the slavery question to a polit- 
ical assassination in the Balkans 
more than 60 years later, this old 
American Civil War marching tune 
has crossed the gap and is once more 
serving its old purpose of atirring 
men to fight. The Bulgarian version, 
which substitutes the name of Alex- 
androff for that of John Brown, is 
said to be doing more than anything 
else to awaken the warlike spirit of 
the Macedonian rebels. The comitad- 
ji bands sing it today as they set out 
upon their raids. And most of them 
think it is original with them. They 
never heard of John Brown and the 
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majority probably never 
heard of the American 
Civil War. But that makes 
no difference to a desper- 
ate comitadji marching out 
to kill his enemy. It 
makes a good battle song 
anyway. 

Although Alexandroff’s 
war machine is not fight- 
ing constantly and openly, 
it constitutes a constant 
threat. It is a sort of em- 
pire within an empire and, 
after a fashion, an invis- 
ible one. It is a perpetual 
fire that smolders under 
the surface for long periods 
and then flares up in 
some unexpected quarter. 

Nobody knows very defin- 
itely who belongs to it, but 
it is the most powerful 
guerilla organization the 
world has ever known. It 
is called the Internal Ma- 
cedonian Revolutionary Or- 
ganization, a name which 
is commonly shortened to 
the initials. So it is best 
and most widely known as 
the I. M. R. O. Its fight- 
ing force, usually divided 
into small bands, com- 
prises at least 100,000 
desperate mountaineer 
These are 
now under the leadership 
of Alexandroff’s three suc- 
cessors—the old General 
Protogueroff, the middle- 
aged Popo Christoff, and 
the young Ivan Mihailoff. 
Mihailoff is the real leader. He is 
Only 29 years old but he served as 
Alexandroff's aide de camp for 10 
years and knows the ins and outs of 
the I. M. R. O. | 

“Put Mihailoff in my place,” 
androff said when he was dying. 
knows the plans.’ 

The revolutionary group which 
eventually was to become the I. M. 
R. O. was organized in 1893. Three 
militant Macedo-Bulgarian school 
teachers met at Chtip in that year and 
formed the organization to help free 
the province from Turkish rule. At that 
time Sultan Abdul Hamid’s regime in 
Macedonia had become intolerable. 
This province, comprising the rich 
Vardar valley and its highlands. ex- 
tended roughly 150 miles north from 
Salonika and 250 miles east and 
west. It was the last Ottoman foot- 
hold in Europe and Turkey governed 
it with such a rough hand that its 
population of more.than a million 
Macedo-Bulgarians was in a fever of 
discontent. And the fact that all the 
other Bulgarians had won their lib- 
erty from Constantinople and formed 
an independent state made them par- 
ticularly impatient with their lot. 

So the I. M. R. O. came into being. 
It consisted of a central committee at 
Salonika with local committees in al! 
the towns and villages. It built up a 
secret and invisible government, with

lice. It also built up a secret armed 
force, composed of active bands and 
@ reserve militia. It was literally a 
state within a state and its members 
answered to two governments—open- 
ly to that of Abdul Hamid and 
secretly to the I. M. R. O. 


IRTUALLY every able-bodied 
VY uw became a member of the 

militia, subject to call, but it was 
the small active armed bands of 10 or 
20 men which made the organization 
famous. The Turks called these bands 
comitadjis because both the Turks and 
the Bulgarians use the word ‘‘comite’’ 
for committee, and so ‘‘comitadji’’ was 
formed from “comite revolutionaire,”’ 
an early title, and “adji,”’ a common 
Turkish suffix for man. 

These bands of comitadjis were 
composed of the boldest spirits and 
the best riflemen. They operated 
much like the original Ku Klux Klan 
of American reconstruction days, 
stealing out after nightfall to make 
their raids and returning to peaceable 
pursuits before dawn. They were so 
effective that they gradually exter- 
minated the most objectionable Turk- 
ish bandits, officers, landlords and 
functionaries. 

But the Turks did not allow these 
operations to pass unpunished. They

retaliated by killing the comitadjis 
and massacring their families at ev- 
ery opportunity. This guerilla war- 
fare went on without quarter for 
years, the insurrection reaching its 
crest in 1903. In the first six 
months of that year there were more 
than 70 battles, besides a bomb attack 
cn the Ottoman bank at Salonika and 
the destruction of numerous railway 
bridges. Then in August occurred a 
general uprising in the Monastir re- 
gion. 

Here the comitadjis were a little 
stronger and bolder, but they were not 
strong enough to cope with the 
Turks. They sent their families into 
the deepest recesses of the mountains 
and 15,000 of them fought a Turkish 
army of 300,000 under General Nazir 
Pasha. They made a valiant stand, 
but of course were overwhelmed. 


R. O. had an opportunity to fight for 
freedom from Turkey under more

flict, Bulgaria, Serbia and Greece all 
attacked Turkey at once in an effort

favorable circumstances. 


to wrest Macedonia away. The I. M. 
R. O., believing this would mean in- 
dependence at last, promptly sent an 
army corps to aid them. Macedonia, 
however, was in for a bitter disap- 
pointment. No sooner had Turkey’s 
hold been broken than the other three 
nations quarreled over the division of 
the spoils. Each wanted the lion’s 
share of the new territory, Macedonian 
independence was forgotten. During 
the peace negotiations, Bulgaria at- 
tacked Greece and Serbia and as a 
result lost the war and its share of 
the disputed land. Most of the prov- 
ince went to Serbia and so all Mace- 
donia accomplished was a change of 
masters. There was still grim work 
for the I. M. R. O. to do. 

The comitadjis started doing it at 
once. When the Serbs tried to Ser- 
bianize the land by closing all the Bul- 
garian schools and churches, the I. 
M. R. O. sailed into them and fought 
them more bitterly than they did the 
Turks. Indeed, they never forgave 
Serbia. The I. M. R. O. watched for 
an opportunity and when it came in 
October, 1915, it induced Bulgaria, 
where the half million Macedo-Bul- 
garians have considerable political in- 
fluence, to attack Serbia in the back. 
This was probably the organization’s 
most significant action, for it pro- 
longed the World War many months 
by giving Germany an open road to 
the Dardanelles, saving Turkey from 
collapse and ushering in bolshevism. 

The I. M. R. O. did a lot of other 
mischief during the war, but by 1918 
it was badly shot to pieces. It had 
lost thousands of men in the two 
Balkan wars and the World War and 
was almost ready for collapse when 
Alexandroff came upon the scene with 
his genius for organization. He saved 
it. Born in Chtip in 1881, he had 
been a professional comitadji from the 
age of 18. As the organization al- 
ways*has three chiefs, Alexandroff 
shared honors with General Proto- 
gueroff and Peter Chauleff when he 
was elected to the Troika, but his was 
the outstanding personality which 
built up the new I. M. R. O. upon 
the ruins of the old organization of 
1893. He rebuilt it effectively. No 
less than 100,900 men, all well sea- 
soned by battle, rallied to his standard.

E became so powerful that in 
H 1919 the Serbs decided to exter- 

minate the whole organization 
and sent a large army into Macedonia 
for the purpose. Alexandroff then 
shifted his headquarters, his arms and 
munitions depots and all his visible 
paraphernalia to the region of Peirich, 
in Southwestern Bulgaria, and tha‘ 
has been the base of operations ever 
since. This is a mountainous corner 
where the Bulgarian Government has 
little authority. So the I. M. R. O. 
claims it as independent Macedonian 
territory. No Bulgarian official can 
enter this region against the will of 
the I. M. R. O. and expect to come out 
alive. And as for using force, that is 
out of the question because the 
Macedo-Bulgarians play too big a role 
in Bulgarian politics. The late Pre- 
mier Stambouliski tried it and was 
killed for his trouble. | 


Alexandroff organized from his 
headquarters in the mountains an in- 
visible government over the Macedo- 
nian territory now belonging to Ser- 
bia. He recruited new comitadji 
bands, collected taxes, held courts, 
punished savage Serb officials and po- 
lice, sent ‘‘diplomatic’’ representatives 
to every big European capital, stirred 
up the dissatisfied elements in Jugo- 
Slavia, intrigued with the external 
enemies of Jugo-Slavia, and, in spite 
of all Belgrade’s efforts, ruled a popu- 
lation of 750,000 persons in Serbian 
territory. 


The I. M. R. O. had become all- 
powerful in Bulgaria, and was 
strengthening itself in Macedonia, 
when a confidential agent of Moscow 
called on the three Macedonian chiefs 
at Sofia in the spring of 1924. 


“We want to buy your organiza- 
tion,”’ he said, in substance, at this his- 
toric conference. ‘We will give you 
all the arms and money you want. We 
will help you to set up an autonomous 
government in Macedonia, and will re- 
spect its independence, if your organ- 
ization will help us to establish soviet 
republics in Bulgaria, Rumania, Jugo- 
Slavia, Greece and Turkey.”

Why the Choctaw Chief Killed 
the Tribal “Sheik”

Locke, three-quarters white, 
is an influential and highly 
.respected member of the 
Choctaw tribe. He had never 
been in trouble before this. 
Indeed, having served for 11 
years as principal chief of 
the tribe, he was looked up- 
On as a mediator rather than 
a maker of strife. The man 
he killed, on the other hand, 
was known as an improvi- 
dent, shiftless young buck, 
inclined to philandering and 
brawling. Besides, there 
was still another combina- 
tion of circumstances seem- 
ingly favorable. The Judge 
who heard the case was a 
brother of one of the defense 
attorneys and was also a 
close friend of the defen- 
dant. So was the County 
Attorney who prosecuted the 
case. 

But all these factors availed nothing 
in the court. The fact remained that 
Locke had put aside the white man’s 
law in order to conform to an antiquat- 
ed Choctaw code of honor, and a jury 
of farmers imposed the penalty ac- 
cordingly. Whatever else may yet de- 
velop in the case, this verdict is re- 
garded as a triumph of written law 
over unwritten law and of duty over 
friendship. Denied a new trial, the 
defense has now appealed, and Locke 
is at liberty under a bond of $15,000. 


HE Locke case, with its peculiar 
ramifications of race and code, is 
being widely discussed in Okla- 
homa. It stands a little apart 
from the general run of homi- 
cides. Stories differ as to how 
much real provocation Locke had 
when, on the evening of September 26, 
he seized a Winchester and set out for 
the Battiest’ home to get his man. But 
the difference is not great enough to 
explain, under normal conditions, why 
a man of Locke's training and balance 
should so far lose hold upon himself as 
to kill a man for an offense which or- 
dinarily might induce no more than a 
sound thrashing. At least the expla- 
nation is not plausible to one unfa- 
miliar with the Choctaws. To one who 
is, the fact that in Locke’s veins ran 
blood which was one-quarter Indian 
explains all. It simply affords an in- 
teresting and striking example of re- 
version to type. 

Here was a man who looked like a 
full-blood Caucasian and who had lived 
for most of his life like one. He was 
well educated. During the World War 
he served as a Major of Infantry. 
Later he served in the Oklahoma Leg- 
islature and still later in Washington, 
D. C., as Superintendent of the Five 
Civilized Tribes, a post to which he 
was appointed in 1921 by President 
Harding. At 51 he is white-haired 
and of distinguished appearance. He 
speaks softly. It is hard to picture 
him as a tribal executioner or, for that 
matter, as an Indian at all. He even 
has blue eyes. 

But, under the surface, the Indian 
is there. When he felt that, ac- 
cording to Choctaw standards, the 
honor of his family had been af- 
fronted; when two young Indian girls

who were his wards complained of Bat- 
tiest’s advances and the elder Locke 
told of having been roughly used by 
the young tribesman, what did the 
Major do? With indignation burning, 
he ‘‘gobbled’’ like a Choctaw on the 
warpath and seized a weapon. Instead 
of turning to the white man’s court for 
redress, he turned to the old tribal 
custom which rests in the hands otf the 
chief, or leader, the right to exact a 
death penalty. He went after his of- 
fender’s blood—and got it. He shot 
Battiest down as the younger man sat 
in a rocking chair on his own front 
porch. That done, he surrendered to 
the authorities and waited for the 
white man’s law to take its course. 


An indian doesn’t like to discuss his 
reasons for anything, if something else 
will do just as well to talk about. So 
the general appearance of Choctaw in- 
difference to the Battlest killing may 
have been due either to the popularity 
of Locke or to a general impression 
that Battiest’s death constituted a good 
riddance. In either event, the indif- 
ference was unmistakable when I came 
here recently to iook into the back- 
ground of this tribal tragedy. Even 
members of Battiest’s family seemed 
but slightly disturbed at his demise. 
His widow, a comely young Choctaw 
woman with two small children tug- 
ging at her skirts and a baby in her 
arms (a child born after Battiest's 
death), said she didn’t know much 
about the matter. She and the chil- 
dren already had gone to bed, she re- 
lated, when Battiest came home, 
walked through the house and then 
sat down on the front porch. She was 
almost asleep when she was aroused by 
a shot and heard her husband run 
in the front door and back toward the 
kitchen. She followed and found him 
lying on the back porch, dead. He 
had been shot through the body. Locke 
then came in with a rifle and asked 
her if Abner was dead. When she re- 
plied that he was, Locke walked out 
and went away. She didn’t know any- 


- thing about Abner’s habits or what had 


led to the trouble with Locke. 


THER persons about town, how-

light upon the situation. Batti- 
est, who was about 26 years old, had 
married Lena Simpson, a cousin of 
Major Locke, five years ago when she 
was a poor girl. He had refused to 
work, and, after the birth of two chil- 
dren, he had left her. She divorced 
him. Subsequently, it seems, Lena 
Simpson became affluent through dis- 
covery of oil on some of her land hold- 
ings. She began to draw an allowance 
of $400 a month and her errant hus- 
band, who had got a job in a hard-

ware store in the meantime, speedily 
quit it and came back to her. He re- 
fused to remarry her, but took up res- 
idence in the house and helped him- 
self to her income. He spent it so 
recklessly, it is said, that Major Locke 
interfered and caused her allowance 
to be reduced to $100 a month, so Bat- 
tiest couldn’t waste so much. This is 
said to have angered the young In- 
dian and led to a feeling of hostility 
toward the Major, but it was an entire- 
ly different matter which brought 
about the final clash. 

Running fast and loose with Lena’s 
oil royalties, Battiest developed other 
unfortunate habits. He became ob- 
sessed with the notion that he was the 
tribal ‘‘sheik.’’ He drank firewater 
and pursued the girls like a whirlwind. 
With Lena’s automobile and the gaso- 
line which Lena paid for he cut a wide 
swath. Several young girls: of the 
tribe complained of his advances. Sev- 
eral others didn’t complain, but he was 
named in two cases where illegitimate 
children were born. Once he was put 
in jail after being caught with a 
young Indian girl when Marshal Ben 
Bedford raided a local hotel. He was 
rapidly winning for himself an evil! 
reputation when he __ ill-advisedly 
marked for conquest Rebecca and 
Ruby Johns. 


HE Johns girls, 18 and 17 years 

old, respectively, are daughters 
of a Choctaw widow who is Ma- 

jor Locke’s housekeeper. The girls 
are the Major’s wards. They virtually 
grew up in his house and he has been 
sending them to Goodland Academy, an 
institution for Indian girls near Hugo. 
Battiest, they reported from time to 
time, was getting fresh. He had urged 
them to drink whisky with him and 
go riding. On several occasions he 
had visited them at the academy and 
at other times had met them at the 
home of Uncle Dick Locke in Antlers. 
Uncle Dick's home is a ramshackle 
frame cottage which stands on one of 
Antlers’ two main streets, about three 
blocks from the business district. It 
is one of the oldest houses in this part 
of the country and for generations has 
served as a sort of Choctaw social cen- 
ter. Go there any time of the day or 
night and you will find the place full 
of Indians. Young and old go there to 
dance, visit or just loll on the ground. 
Uncle Dick (Victor M. Locke Sr. is his 
name) is a sort of patriarch among 
the Choctaws. He was the first white 
man to come to this part of the coun- 
try. A Confederate cavairy veteran 
from Tennessee, he journeyed west in 
1866 and found an Indian bride in the 
first Choctaw house he came upon 
after crossing the Red River and en- 
tering the Kiamichi back country from 
Texas. She was Susan McKinney, a 


half-breed, the daughter of Thomas” 


McKinney, a wealthy Choctaw, and a 
French woman. She was Major Locke's 
mother. Living among the Indians, 
Uncle Dick virtually became one of 
them. He spoke their language and 
took an active part in their political 
affairs. Back in 1892 he headed one

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of the factions in the bloody ‘Locke 
war,’ a tribal feud that cost many 
lives. But that is another story. 

Uncle Dick is 86 years old now, 
and almost blind, but he was able, 
he declares, to ‘“‘see how the land 
lay’’ when Abner Battiest, full of 
firewater, came around the place 
making eyes at the young girls. 
He ordered Battiest to stay away. The 
young Indian, it seems, was at first 
good-natured about it, but did not heed 
the order. The elder Locke then spoke 
to the Major about it. The Major, who 
is divorced from his wife, lives’ in 
bachelor quarters just across the 
street. He also warned Battiest to stay 
away from the Locke home and to 
make himself scarce around Goodland 
Academy. 


N September 26 the Johns girls 
() were home from the academy 

and, with a number of young 
Choctaws, were making merry at 
Uncle Dick's when Battiest put in 
his appearance and renewed his woo- 
ing. When the old man ordered him 
away he became insolent and Uncle 
Dick, being unable to see well, got 
alarmed. He reached for an old In- 
dian tomahawk with which to defend 
himself, and the young buck took it 
away from him, slapped him and 
pushed him over. 

Major Locke was at home reading, 
about 8 o’clock that night, when Mrs. 
Johns came in and said that Abner 
Battiest was back at Uncle Dick's and 
“trying to steal one of my girls.”” The 
Major put an automatic pistol In his 
pocket and went across the street to 
investigate. He found Battiest there, 
but all the other Choctaws except two 
or three gmall boys had fled. 

“Damn you,” he said, approaching 
the interloper, ‘“‘what are you doing 
here? I want you to stay away from 
this place.” 

With that, he struck at Battiest with 
a baseball bat he had picked up on the 
ground. The young Indian fled, and 
as he ran out the gate, Major Locke 
fired a shot at the smokehouse to 
scare him. He then went inside and 
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Uncle Dick told him of what had hap- 
pened. 

Major Locke wus furious. People 
passing by heard the father and son 
talking heatedly in Choctaw, and some 
declare they heard the Major ‘‘gobble” 
like a turkey. The ‘‘gobble”’ is the 
traditional death whoop of the Choc- 
taws. In the old days they used to 
‘‘gobble’’ when setting out on the war- 
path. It was a sort of declaration of 
intent to kill. It was a sound frequent- 
ley heard during the Locke war, 
the memorable struggle which arose 
over the election of a chief and in 
which the Major took part as a boy. 
When he and his father and a dozen 
followers were surrounded and be- 
sieged in their home once by a strong 
force of the hostile Wilson faction, the 
woods about the cabin resounded with 
gobbles, as though a flock of turkeys 
instead of warriors with rifles lurked 
behind the trees. The beleaguered 
little force, nearing the end of its am- 
munition, heard the cry until finally 
the firing ceased and the attackers 
withdrew, taking away their dead and 
wounded but leaving 12 dead horses on 
the field. 


HETHER or not the Major be- 
\ came again so completely an 
Indian as to ‘gobble,’ he did 
leave his father’s home with intent to 
kill. Blind with rage, he went to his 
own quarters, put away the automatic 
and picked up a heavy caliber Win- 
chester. He walked across the neigh- 
boring school-yard and toward the Bat- 
tlest home on the hill, near the edge 
of the woods, at the outskirts of the 
town. He found Battiest sitting on the 
porch. As he approached, the young 
Indian arose as if to flee. The Majo: 
brought up his rifle and fired one shot. 
It struck Battiest in the left breast, 
slightly under the shoulder. He stag- 
gered through the house and fell dead 
The Major then walked back t» 
town and surrendered his Winchester. 
He was a civilized white man again. 
The insult to his people had been 
avenged, and avenged thorouc’'r, tn 
Indian fashion.

» sy ATTLE RUN is just 
IRF a wide place in the 
road.

Rattle Run, the people there- 
abouts will tell you, takes its 
name from a condition which ex- 
isted many years ago. A ravine, 
through which flows a thin stream, 
twists its way through the farmland 
back of the four-corners, and in years 
past this twining sink was the nesting 
place of numberless rattlesnakes. It 
was the custom of the farmers to cru- 
sade against the rattlers every so often; 
they would attack the reptiles, beat 
them out of their fastness and, as they 
fled across the country, exterminate 
them. So the crossroads not far dis- 
tant, across which the retreating rat- 
tlers often made their way, took the 
name of Rattle Run when a few frame 
buildings, numbering enough to con- 
stitute a small community, slowly clus- 
tered into being.

ARMICHAEL’S CHURCH is a 
Ont frame sanctuary that once 
was brave in its glistening white 
paint. In those old days its stained 
glass windows helped to convey its 
godliness, and the alpha and omega 
set in the two front panes bespoke its 
importance in the lives of its parish- 
loners. Long ago a neat lawn spread 
from the church’s door to the roadside, 
a well-kept lawn that made a pretty 
carpet for the feet of its earnest wor- 
shipers.. Those were the days when 
the little white building was the spir- 
itual and social center of the com- 
munity, the very heart of its existence. 
But if you were to proceed there to- 
day you would find great difficulty in 
conjuring up this pleasant picture of 
the past. 
Today a feeble frame 
meets your eyes.

Its white walls have 
yellowed, its shingles are turned a 
dirty brown, and where these shingles 
have been swept away by the rain and 
snow and the havoc of the years, un- 
sightly bald spots appear on the slant- 
ing roof. The once proud stained 
glass windows are cracked and broken. 
the weeds have crawled up until they 
are knee-deep, and their withered win- 
tery stalks protest sharply against your 
invasion. 


Two gnarled old trees, barren and 
forbidding, twist their branches as if 
in misery at the road’s edge, a bat- 
tered and bruised cupola sits above the 
peaked roof as though to signal the 
sad old church’s distress to some pass- 
ing angel, -the metallic north sky 
spreads miserably over all, and not far 
distant, at the edge of a neighboring 
field, their needles sharp and bright, 
stand a row of glistening green pine 
trees, like smirking satyrs glorying in 
this desolation. 


The Reverend John Carmichael had 
heen a good pastor to the people of the 
Rattle Run region. He was a man well 
in his sixties, who lived with his wife 
and daughter in a modest house a few 
miles from the church. 


It was his custom to keep in con- 
stant association with his parishioners; 
he was a not unusual visitor at almost 
any home in the district, and the kind- 
ly old man was always a looked for 
and welcome guest. Nor could the in- 
clemency of the Northern winters dis- 
courage him in his visits; he felt it 
his duty to minister to his flock on 
week days as well as on the Sabbath, 
and it was a common sight to see the 
old preacher driving around the coun- 
tryside in his one-horse buggy.in the 
worst of winter’s storms. The pastor 
was a good man, respected and hon- 
ored by his people, a God-fearing man, 
gentle in his manner, honest and de- 
vout in his thoughts. 


HE early January of 1909 was 
severe. Great storms harassed 
the region, snow piled high in 


the fields and roads and sprawled 
thickly in the corners. 

On such a January evening, the Rev- 
erend Carmichael, pushing his way 
through the heavy drifts in his buggy, 
not far from the church came upon 


Gideon Browning, afoot and plodding 
along toward the home of his sister, 
with whom he lived. 

Browning worked as a carpenter, 
and as a decorator when such skill 
was needed in the district. He, too, 
was a man well along in his sixties; 
he was an old resident, and a respect- 
ed one, a man who kept to his work 
and stayed close to his home. 

Pastor Carmichael, recognizing 
Browning through the failing light, 
hailed him and invited him to share 
his buggy. (These facts are known, 
due to the passing by of another resi- 
dent of the district, who did not tar- 
ry long, but proceeded on his way, 
leaving the preacher and Browning to- 
gether.) And it is believed that the 
Reverend Carmichael told his elderly 
passenger that his church was in need 
of some redecoration, and that ne 
asked Browning if he would not then 
acconipany him back to the sanctuary,

Macnamara’s dog was named Cato 
and Montgomery’s was called Nero. It 
was an age when stately classical 
names were given to dogs, and these 
two names were among the most pop- 
ular. Even in my own boyhood, such 
names were still common, though now 
they almost never are heard. 

Macnamara and Montgomery’ used 
to be part of the daily fashionable pro- 
cession of horseback riders, in ‘‘Rot- 
ten Row,” in London. It occurred to 
each of them that it would be an at- 
tractive and unusual thing to train 
their giant Newfoundlands to accom- 
pany them on these horseback rides 
and to trot alongside their horses. 

Neither of them seems to have done 
this, in consultation with the’ other. 
The idea’ occurred independently to 
each of them. Thus, one afternoon, 
as Macnamara was riding along the 
Row with Cato jogging majestically 
at his side and attracting much ad- 
miring attention, he chanced to see 
Montgomery approaching from the op- 
posite direction, and attracting quite 
as much notice as did he himself.

The stately parade of fashionable 
horsemen and horsewomen, along the 
Row, was thrown into wild and noisy 
confusion. 

Heedless of the panic they were 
causing, Nero and Cato fought on, 
murderously; tearing for each other’s 
throat and changing in an instant 
from dignified pet dogs to rage-crazed 
wild animals. It was the most excit- 
ing dog fight, while it lasted, that had 
been seen in that sacred district of 
London in half a century. 

Montgomery leaped from his horse 
and dashed up to Captain Macnamara, 
shouting to him that Cato had begun 
the battle by attacking the inoffen- 
sive Nero, and commanding him to 
‘‘eall his dog off.’’ 

Macnamara retorted with equal fury 
that Nero had pitched into the gentle 
Cato and had forced him to defend him- 
self. Montgomery denied this, hotly. 
While the two black dogs were rend- 
ing each other, their two masters em; 
barked on an even more ferocious ver- 
bal combat. Indeed, the two officers 
would have come to blows, had not by- 
standers rushed between them. 

Nobody seems to have left any rec- 
ord as to which of the dogs won the 
fight; or, indeed, if they fought to a

finish before they could be separated. 
But there is an extremely clear record 
of the result of the quarrel between 
Macnamara and Montgomery. Taplin, 
the chronicler, gives this account of 
what followed the dispute: 

“A great deal of irritating language 
passed on both sides. A duel was ar- 
ranged, immediately, upon Primrose 
Hill. About seven o’clock of the eve- 
ning they met in a valley under the 
hill, Colonel Montgomery accompanied 
by Major Kier, Captain Macnamara at- 
tended by another gentleman. 

“The ground measured was tweive 
paces. They both fired together. Col- 
onel Montgomery received a bullet in 
his right breast, and fell. Captain Mac- 
namara was wounded in the groin. 
The Colonel was driven in a coach to 
Chalk Farm, where a surgeon im- 
mediately attended. Before his arrival, 
however, Cclonel Montgomery expired.” 

So ended, in death, one of the thou- 
sand human quarrels which have fol- 
lowed upon dog fights. Macnamara, 
according to an item in the London 
Times of April 9, 1803, survived his 
wound, and was arrested for the kill- 
ing of Montgomery. But I have never 
been able to find any mention of the 
outcome of his trial.

It proved to be the Dupleix, which 
we took without difficultv. The cap- 
tain of the Dupleix was a friend of 
the captains of the Antonin and the 
La Rochefoucauld and he was amazed 
to - find them on board the Seeadler. 

One Sunday morning we sighted a 
large British barque and started after 
her. She thought we were playfully 
challenging her to a race and tried to 
run away. I don’t know whether we 
could have caught her in a straight 
sailing ship against sailing ship con- 
test; at any rate, our motor gave us 
the edge. 

A strange feeling came over me as 
we gained on her and as her lines be- 
came more distinct.

Evening was coming on. The See- 
adler lay watching while the Cambron- 
ne raised sail. Now the stately barque 
was sliding through the water. Hands 
waved and farewells were shouted. 
The two ships saluted each other. We 
had been away from port for eight 
weeks and had sunk 11 vessels, repre- 
senting a total of more than 40,000 
tons of Allied shipping. 


HROUGH an oily sea we sailed 
south and west toward the Falk- 
land Islands. We drew near a 
spot on that lonely ocean just a bit 
to the east of the Falkland Islands. 
My navigation officer and I figured 
out the point carefully on our 
chart and, when our instruments 
told us we were there, I called 
all hands on deck. Somewhere 
far below on the floor of the ocean 
were the bodies of hundreds of our 
comrades and the battered hulks of 
a once proud German fleet. It was 
in these very waters that our gallant 
Pacific Squadron under Count von 
Spee sank in 3000 fathoms after a bat- 
tle with a more powerful British 
squadron. At a signal from me the 
men let slide into the water a massiv®é 
iron cross that we had fashioned from 
sheet iron taken from various captured 
vessels. It flashed swiftly down, down 
3000 fathoms, to carry our message 
to Count von Spee and his men. 

We knew that, as soon.as our for- 
mer prisoners made port, the news of 
our presence in the South Atlantic 
would be flashed abroad. Then the 
British would send their cruisers on 
the double-quick down the coast of 
South America to keep us from 
doubling the Cape. The most difficult 
stretch of sea in all the world now 
lay before us. ; 

We ran into the dirtiest Weather off 
the Horn, gales and hurricanes. Why, 
there were days when even with our 
motor running we could make no head- 
way atall. It took us three weeks to 
beat our way through the gales and 
around the point. By that time the 
cruisers lay there in wait for us, a 
whole half dozen of them. 

Ordinarily, a sailing ship tries to 
hug Cape Horn as closely as it can, 
keeping quite near land. If you veer 
too far to the south, you run into ice- 
bergs. The British watch to the far 
south was bound to be less vigilant 
than up nearer the Cape. On our way 
through the blockade we had steered 
into the Arctic. Now here we were 
heading into the Antarctic. 


O MAKE it pleasant. the 
weather, which had been quite 
decent to us on the way south, 

changed in order to give us a regular 
Cape Horn welcome. It turned into a 
veritable hurricane. Nevertheless, we 
were determined to carry as much sail 
as possible. As the tempest increased. 
not even the Seeadler dared carry 
more than a rag or two of lower sail. 
With this we tried to hold our way. 

Suddenly, there came an ominous 
scraping sound.
